The 
comb and wattles are also undevelo|ie«l, 
while the [ilnmage is very brilliant and 
profuse. Perhaps the most characteris- 
tic tiling aliout a capon is its head. It 
does not look like the head of a lien or 
of a rooster, hut like that of a capon 
and nothing else. There is nothing 
fierce or energetic about it, bnt rather a 
sneaking, lifeless expression.
